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An  Act  to  Incorporate 

The  Law  Academy  of  Philadelphia. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa¬ 
tives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  in  General 
Assembly  met,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same:  — 

That  the  members  of  the  Law  Academy  of  Philadelphia, 
and  such  other  persons,  whether  minors  or  adults,  as  may 
hereafter  become  members  of  the  same,  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  be,  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the 
name,  style  and  title  of 

THE  LAW  ACADEMY  OF  PHILADELPHIA 
to  have  perpetual  succession ;  to  have  power  to  take,  hold 
and  dispose  of  all  manner  of  property,  real  and  personal; 
to  sue  and  be  sued;  contract  and  be  contracted  with;  to 
use  a  common  seal,  and  to  alter,  destroy  and  renew  the 
same  at  pleasure;  and  to  do  all  other  acts,  and  enjoy  all 
other  powers,  incident  to  similar  corporations  in  general, 
under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 
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The  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  be  such  as  said 
corporation  may  think  necessary,  who  shall  be  elected  at 
such  times  and  in  such  manner  as  the  rules  and  by-laws 
of  the  corporation  may  direct. 

The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  make  such  rules  and  by-laws  as  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  government,  and  the  promotion  of  the  interests,  of  the 
said  corporation :  Provided ,  that  no  rule  or  by-law,  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  valid,  if  inconsistent  with  the  constitu¬ 
tion  and  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United  States. 

The  present  officers  of  the  said  corporation  shall  con¬ 
tinue  in  their  respective  stations  until  an  election  shall  be 
had  under  this  Act,  and  the  rules  and  by-laws  now  in 
force  shall  be  good  and  valid  until  altered,  amended  or 
abrogated  by  the  corporation.

PREAMBLE 

The  primary  object  of  this  institution  is  to  afford  to 
students  of  law,  and  young  members  of  the  Bar,  the  means 
of  improving  themselves  in  legal  and  forensic  accomplish¬ 
ments. 


ARTICLE  I 

-  OF  THE  NAME  AND  MOTTO  - 

Section  i :  —  This  association  shall  be  called  The  Law 
Academy  of  Philadelphia;  and  the  motto  of  the  Academy 
shall  be  “  Per  aspera  ad  astra 

ARTICLE  II 

-  OF  THE  EXERCISES  - 

Section  i :  —  The  exercises  of  the  Academy  shall  con¬ 
sist  of  arguments  of  law  and  general  jurisprudence,  togeth¬ 
er  with  such  other  modes  of  professional  improvement  as 
may,  from  time  to  time,  be  adopted. 
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ARTICLE  III 

-  OF  THE  OFFICERS  - 

Section  i :  —  The  officers  of  the  Academy  shall  consist 
of  a  Provost,  and  six  Vice  Provosts;  of  a  President,  a  Vice 
President,  a  Secretary,  an  Assistant  Secretary,  a  Treasurer, 
a  Prothonotary,  a  Librarian  and  a  Recorder  —  who  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  respective  successors  be 
elected. 

Section  2 :  —  All  officers  of  the  Academy  shall  be  ac¬ 
tive  members  —  except  the  Provost  and  Vice  Provosts, 
who  shall  be  members  of  the  Bar. 

Section  3 :  —  All  elections  for  officers  shall  be  by  ballot. 

-  PROVOST  AND  VICE  PROVOSTS  - 

Section  3:  —  The  Provost  and  Vice  Provosts  shall,  in 
turn,  preside  at  the  legal  arguments. 

- -  PRESIDENT  - — 

Section  3 :  —  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings 
of  the  Academy,  except  during  the  legal  arguments;  de¬ 
cide  all  questions  of  order;  and  draw  orders  upon  the 
Treasurer  for  all  sums  of  money  ordered  by  the  Academy 
to  be  paid. 

- - -  VICE  PRESIDENT  - 

Section  6:  —  The  Vice  President,  in  the  absence  of  the 
President,  shall  fill  his  place,  perform  all  the  duties  of  the 
office,  and  have  the  same  rights  and  privileges. 

-  SECRETARY  - - 

Section  j :  —  The  Secretary  shall  keep  the  minutes, 
which  shall  contain  a  full  and  complete  record  of  all  the 
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proceedings,  decisions  and  votes  of  the  Academy;  attest 
all  orders  of  the  President  on  the  Treasurer;  notify  all 
persons  elected  and  all  committees  ;  give  notice  of  special 
meetings;  and  deliver,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  every 
month,  to  the  Treasurer,  a  list  of  the  fines  not  theretofore 
reported,  except  fines  incurred  for  non-argument,  and  also 
a  list  of  all  those  which  may  have  been  remitted  or  excused 
since  the  last  report. 

-  ASSISTANT  SECRETARY  - 

Section  8 :  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Assistant  Sec¬ 
retary  to  deliver,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  each  month, 
to  the  Treasurer,  a  list  of  the  fines  for  non-argument  in¬ 
curred,  remitted  and  excused,  not  theretofore  reported. 

Section  g:  —  The  Assistant  Secretary,  in  the  absence 
of  the  Secretary,  shall  fill  his  place,  and  perform  all  the 
duties  of  the  office,  and  have  the  same  rights  and  privi¬ 
leges. 

-  TREASURER  - 

Section  io :  —  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  all  moneys 
due  to  the  Academy ;  keep  correct  accounts  of  the  receipts 
and  expenditures;  pay  all  orders  drawn  by  the  President 
and  attested  by  the  Secretary;  on  the  second  Wednesday 
of  eveiy  month  read  a  list  of  the  fines  imposed  during 
the  preceding  month ;  and  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  session 

make  a  report  on  the  state  of  the  treasury. 

* 

-  PROTHONOTARY  - 

Section  n :  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Prothonotary 
to  preside  at  the  legal  arguments,  in  case  of  the  absence 
of  all  the  members  of  the  Faculty;  and  to  prepare  and 
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print,  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the  commencement 
of  each  session,  copies  of  an  Argument  List,  which  shall 
contain  the  question  for  argument  on  each  evening  during 
the  session,  with  the  name  of  the  member  of  the  Faculty 
selected  by  the  Prothonotary  to  preside  thereat  and  with 
the  names  of  the  members  of  the  Academy  assigned  by 
him  to  argue  thereon.  The  Argument  List  shall  also 
contain  a  list  of  those  elected  to  honorary  membership 
during  the  preceding  year,  and  the  addresses  of  all  the 
active  members  of  the  Academy. 

-  LIBRARIAN  - 

Section  12 :  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to 
take  charge  of  the  books  and  papers  of  the  Academy;  to 
hie  all  opinions,  reports  and  essays  which  may  be  read 
during  his  term  of  service;  and  to  loan  any  of  them  to  the 
active  members  of  the  Academy,  upon  a  receipt  given  him 
by  the  member  taking  them. 

-  RECORDER  - 

Section  ij  :  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recorder  to 
keep  a  record  which  shall  include  a  statement  of  each  case, 
a  list  of  authorities  furnished  by  counsel  and  the  decision 
of  the  presiding  officer.  He  shall  deliver  to  the  Treasurer, 
on  the  first  Wednesday  of  every  month,  a  statement  of  the 
fines  imposed  by  him  during  the  preceding  month. 

ARTICLE  IV 

-  OF  MEMBERS  - 

Section  1 :  —  No  person  shall  be  admitted  to  member¬ 
ship  unless  a  member  of  the  Bar,  or  a  student  at  law. 
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Section  2 :  —  No  person  shall  be  elected  a  member  of 
the  Academy,  or  expelled  from  it,  without  the  concurrence 
of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Section  j : —  No  proposition  for  the  expulsion  of  a 
member  shall  be  acted  upon,  unless  such  proposition  be 
submitted  and  the  cause  assigned  at  a  preceding  meeting, 
and  unless  five  days’  notice  of  such  intended  proceedings 
be  given  to  such  member  —  which  notice  the  Secretary 
is  hereby  enjoined  to  give. 

Section  y  .*  —  The  vote  upon  the  admission  or  expulsion 
of  a  member  shall  be  by  ballot. 

ARTICLE  V 

-  OF  MEETINGS  - 

Section  1 :  —  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Academy  shall 
be  held  on  every  Wednesday  evening,  from  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  evening  in  September  to  the  second  Wednesday 
evening  in  May  inclusive;  but  the  Academy  may  adjourn 
during  the  session,  as  occasion  may  require. 

Section  2 :  —  Special  meetings  shall  be  called  by  the 
President  at  the  request  of  five  members,  in  writing,  three 
days’  notice  of  the  object  of  such  meeting  being  given  to 
all  active  members. 

Section  j  :  —  The  meetings  of  the  Academy  shall  be  pri¬ 
vate,  but  persons  who  are  not  members  shall  be  admitted 
when  introduced  by,  and  accompanying,  a  member. 
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ARTICLE  VI 

-  OF  A  QUORUM  - 

Section  i:  —  Twelve  of  the  active  members  of  the 
Academy  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 


ARTICLE  VII 

-  of'the  constitution  and  by-laws  - 

Section  i :  —  Any  article  or  section  of  this  Constitution 
or  of  the  By-laws  may  be  suspended  by  the  unanimous 
vote  of  the  members  present. 

Section  2 :  —  The  Constitution  may  be  amended  by  a 
vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present  at  any  stated 
meeting  —  such  amendment  having  been  submitted  in 
writing,  signed  by  five  members,  at  a  stated  meeting,  two 
weeks  before  being  considered,  and  read  at  the  intervening 
meeting:  Provided,  that  any  additional  amendments  to  the 
same  article  of  the  Constitution  may  be  proposed,  in  wri¬ 
ting,  at  the  intervening  meeting. 

Section  j :  —  By-laws  may  be  enacted,  amended  or  re¬ 
pealed  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present;  the 
amendment,  alteration,  or  by-law  proposed,  having  been 
submitted,  in  writing,  at  a  stated  meeting,  one  week  pre¬ 
ceding. 

Section  /j:  —  The  same  amendment,  either  in  form  or 
substance,  to  the  Constitution  or  By-laws,  shall  not  be 
twice  proposed  within  five  weeks. 
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ARTICLE  VIII 

-  OF  THE  SEAL  - 

Section  i:  —  The  Academy  shall  possess  a  common 
seal,  upon  which  shall  be  engraved  the  following  words, 
viz:  —

“of  Pennsylvania,  Founded  1783,  Incorporated  1838, 
“Per  asp  era  ad  astral 
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ARTICLE  I 

OF  THE  ORDER  OF  BUSINESS 


The  following  shall  be  the  Order  of  Business,  viz :  — 
Rule  i :  —  i.-  Legal  Arguments  and  Decisions. 

2. -  Calling  the  Roll. 

3. -  Minutes  of  Preceding  Meeting. 

4. -  Reports. 

5. -  Reading  of  Essays. 

6. -  Proposal  of  Members. 

7. -  Election  of  Members. 

8. -  Unfinished  Business. 

9. -  Election  of  Officers. 

10.-  All  Other  Business. 

Rule  2 :  —  The  Order  of  Business  may  be  changed,  for 
an  evening,  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present; 
but  motions  to  that  effect  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 


ARTICLE  II 

OF  ARGUMENTS 


Rule  i :  —  At  the  annual  election  of  the  Prothonotary, 
there  shall  be  elected,  by  ballot,  five  members  of  the 
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Academy,  to  serve  for  one  year  (  or  until  their  successors  be 
chosen),  who  shall  be  styled  “The  Argument  Committee;” 
and  the  said  Committee,  in  conjunction  with  the  Prothono- 
tary,  who  shall  act  as  their  chairman,  shall  provide  the 
cases  for  argument. 

Rule  2 :  —  The  Prothonotary  shall  place  no  case  on  the 
Argument  List  unless  approved  by  himself  and  at  least 
three  members  of  the  said  Committee. 

Rule  j :  —  The  Prothonotary  shall  assign,  as  counsel, 
only  such  members  of  the  Academy  as  may,  at  least  four 
weeks  previous  to  the  commencement  of  each  session,  have 
expressed  to  him,  in  writing,  the  desire  to  be  so  assigned. 

Rule  4.:  —  The  Prothonotary  shall  give  a  copy  of  the 
Argument  List  to  every  member  of  the  Faculty,  and  also 
to  every  active  member  of  the  Academy  who  may  pro¬ 
duce  to  him  a  certificate  of  non-indebtedness,  from  the 
Treasurer. 

f 

Rule  5 :  —  First-  Should  any  counsel,  assigned  to  a 
question,  not  intend  arguing,  it  shall  be  his  duty  so  to 
notify  the  Assistant  Secretary  before  the  meeting  next 
preceding  the  evening  appointed  for  argument  thereon;  at 
which  meeting  the  Assistant  Secretary  shall  report  such 
vacancy  to  the  presiding  officer,  who  shall  ask  if  any  mem¬ 
ber  will  assume  such  duty,  and  any  member  so  volunteer¬ 
ing  shall,  by  argument  and  notice  thereof  to  the  Assistant 
Secretary,  discharge  himself  from  any  prior  fine  imposed 
for  not  arguing;  but  should  no  one  volunteer,  the  presid¬ 
ing  officer  shall  proceed  to  fill  such  vacancy  by  selection 
from  the  members  present.  Second-  Should  such  counsel 
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as  above  have  neglected  so  to  notify  the  Assistant  Secre¬ 
tary,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  counsel  to  provide, 
from  the  Academy,  a  proxy  for  himself  in  the  argument, 
and  to  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Assistant  Secretary. 

Rule  6 :  —  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall,  one  week  im¬ 
mediately  previous  to  every  legal  argument,  give  to  the 
member  of  the  Faculty  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  preside 
thereat,  special  notice  of  such  duty,  and  shall,  two  weeks 
immediately  previous  to  such  argument,  give  to  every 
member  of  the  Academy  whose  duty  it  may  be  to  argue 
thereon,  special  notice  of  such  duty,  and  add  to  such  notice 
a  copy  of  Rules  5  and  7  of  Article  1 1  of  the  By-laws. 

Rule  7 :  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  counsel  to  fur¬ 
nish  the  Recorder  with  a  list  of  the  authorities  cited  by 
him,  on  failure  of  which  he  shall  be  fined  by  the  Recorder 
the  sum  of  fifty  cents. 

ARTICLE  III 

-  OF  THE  MINUTES  OF  PRECEDING  MEETINGS  - 

Rule  i :  —  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall 
be  signed  by  the  Secretary  of  that  meeting,  and  may  be 
corrected  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  present. 

ARTICLE  IV 

— -  OF  COMMITTEES  AND  REPORTS  - 

Rule  i :  —  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Academy 
shall  be 

Committee  on  Archives 
Committee  on  Rolls  and 
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Committee  on  Constitution  and  By-laws 
and  shall  each  consist  of  five  active  members,  to  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  President  at  the  first  stated  meeting  in 
September,  and  to  serve  for  one  year,  or  until  their  suc¬ 
cessors  be  appointed. 

Rule  2 :  —  The  duties  of  the  Standing  Committees  shall 
be  to  examine  and  report  upon  all  matters  referred  to  them ; 
and  from  time  to  time  initiate  measures  connected  with  their 
various  departments,  whenever  it  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

Rule  j :  —  Except  on  motion  to  the  contrary,  all  special 
committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  4.:  —  No  report  shall  be  offered,  unless  in  writing. 

ARTICLE  V 

-  OF  ESSAYS  - 

Rule  1 :  —  Any  member  may  read  at  any  stated  meeting 
an  original  essay  on  any  subject  connected  with  the  proper 
objects  of  this  Academy. 

ARTICLE  VI 

-  OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS  - 

Rule  i :  —  Every  motion  for  the  admission  of  a  new 
member  must  be  submitted,  in  writing,  at  least  one  week 
previous  to  a  vote  thereon ;  and  the  mover  shall  state, 
above  his  signature,  with  whom,  and  how  long,  the  gen¬ 
tleman  has  been  a  student  at  law,  or  that  he  is  a  member 
of  the  Bar. 

Rule  2 :  —  No  person  shall  be  twice  proposed  at  the 


same  session. 
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Rule  j:  —  No  person  shall  become  an  active  member 
unless  he  shall  have  signed  the  Constitution  and  paid  into 
the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  two  dollars  within  thirty  days 
after  his  election. 

Rule  /f:  —  Any  member  of  the  Bar  may  be  elected  to 
honorary  membership  by  the  concurrence  of  three  fourths 
of  the  members  present. 

Rule  5 :  —  Honorary  members  may  attend  the  meetings 
of  the  Academy  and  take  part  in  any  of  its  discussions, 
but  shall  neither  vote  nor  be  eligible  to  office;  they  shall 
not  be  appointed  regular  disputants,  nor  upon  committees; 
and  they  shall  be  exempt  from  all  dues  and  fines  except 
for  violations  of  law  at  the  meetings  of  the  Academy. 

ARTICLE  VII 

-  OF  UNFINISHED  BUSINESS  - 

Rule  i :  —  Questions  pending  at  an  adjournment  shall 
be  proceeded  with  at  the  following  meeting,  as  unfinished 
business. 


ARTICLE  VIII 

-  OF  THE  ELECTION  OF  OFFICERS  - 

Rule  i :  —  The  Provost  and  Vice  Provosts,  President 
and  Vice  President,  Treasurer,  Librarian  and  Recorder, 
shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  May  in  every 
year. 

Rule  2 :  —  The  Prothonotary  and  Argument  Committee 
shall  be  elected  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  in 
every  year. 
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Rule  j :  —  The  Secretary  and  Assistant  Secretary  shall 
be  elected  on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  and  May 
in  every  year. 

Rule  4.:  —  No  member  shall  be  considered  a  candidate 
for  an  office,  unless  nominated  to  that  office ;  and  any  vote 
or  votes  polled  for  a  member  who  is  not  a  candidate,  shall 
be  taken  as  blank. 

Rule  5 :  —  In  all  elections  for  officers,  a  majority  of  the 
whole  number  of  votes  cast  shall  be  requisite  to  the  elec¬ 
tion  of  a  candidate. 

Rule  6 :  —  No  member  shall  be  allowed  to  fill  two  offices 
at  the  same  time. 


ARTICLE  IX 

-  OF  ALL  OTHER  BUSINESS  - 

Rule  i :  —  No  motion,  resolution  or  amendment  (ex¬ 
cept  to  postpone,  to  lie  on  the  table  or  to  commit)  shall 
be  debated,  unless  offered  in  writing,  seconded,  and  stated 
by  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  2 :  —  An  appeal  may  be  made  from  the  decision 
of  the  presiding  officer,  if  reduced  to  writing  and  seconded 
by  five  members. 

Rule  3 :  —  No  amendment  of  an  amendment  shall  be 
amended. 

Rule  4.:  —  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on 
an  appeal  or  on  a  question  of  order,  nor  more  than  twice 
on  any  other  question,  except  at  the  discretion  of  the  pre¬ 
siding  officer. 

Rule  5;  —  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
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shall  be  received  but 
to  adjourn 
to  lie  on  the  table  . 
for  the  previous  question 
to  postpone 
to  commit  or 
to  amend 

which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order 
in  which  they  stand  arranged.  The  motions  to  adjourn, 
to  lie  on  the  table  and  for  the  previous  question,  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

Rule  6:  —  If,  during  the  consideration  of  any  motion, 
resolution  or  amendment,  the  previous  question  be  moved 
and  seconded  by  four  members,  the  question,  “Shall  the 
“main  question  be  now  put?”  shall  be  immediately  asked 
by  the  presiding  officer,  if  agreed  to,  the  main  question 
shall  be  then  put  and,  until  decided,  no  one  shall  be  en¬ 
titled  to  the  floor. 

Rule  y:  —  The  presiding  officer,  in  all  cases  of  ballot, 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  vote ;  but  in  no  other  case,  unless  the 
Academy  shall  be  equally  divided  —  then  he  shall  give 
the  casting  vote. 

Rule  8:  —  Whenever  the  yeas  and  nays  are  called  for 
by  any  two  members,  the  presiding  officer  shall  thereupon 
ascertain  if  one  third  of  those  present  are  in  favor  of  the 
call,  and,  if  so,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  entered  on  the 
minutes. 

Rule  g:  —  No  member  shall  leave  the  room  without 
the  permission  of  the  presiding  officer.

ARTICLE  X 

■ -  OF  CONTRIBUTIONS  AND  FINES  - 

Rule  i :  —  At  the  commencement  of  every  session,  each 
active  member  shall  pay  to  the  Treasurer  one  dollar  and  if 
this,  together  with  the  other  receipts,  shall  be  insufficient 
for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  Academy,  on  the  report 
of  the  Treasurer  to  that  effect,  the  Academy,  at  any  stated 
meeting,  shall  have  power  to  supply  the  deficiency  by 
assessing  an  extra  contribution  on  each  member. 

Rule  2 :  —  A  member,  for  absence  from  the  roll  call, 
shall  be  fined  fifteen  cents  —  the  President  or  Secretary, 
twenty-five  cents. 

Rule  3  :  —  Any  member  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to 
perform  the  duties  of  an  office  to  which  he  has  been  elec¬ 
ted,  shall  be  fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  dollars. 

Rule  /}:  —  For  any  violation  of  law,  or  neglect  of  duty 
assigned,  not  otherwise  provided  for,  a  fine,  not  exceeding 
one  dollar  shall  be  imposed  by  the  presiding  officer. 

Rule  3:  —  The  Assistant  Secretary  shall,  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  every  month,  report  to  the  Treasurer  the 
names  of  such  members  as  shall  have  neglected  to  argue 
and  the  amount  of  fines  thereby  separately  incurred,  which 
shall  be  inposed  as  follows,  viz:  — 

First:  —  Any  member  who  shall  wholly  disregard  his 
duty,  by  not  arguing  himself  or  by  proxy,  or  by  neglecting 
to  give  the  notice  required  by  Article  II  Rule  5,  shall  be 
fined  one  dollar. 

Second :  —  Any  member  not  arguing,  but  giving  the 
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notice  to  the  Assistant  Secretary,  as  above,  shall  be  fined 
fifty  cents. 

Third:  —  Any  member  volunteering  to  argue  upon  the 
request  of  the  presiding  officer  or  assigned  by  him  accord¬ 
ing  to  Article  II  Rule  5,  who  shall  neglect  such  duty,  shall 
be  fined  twenty-five  cents. 

Fourth:  —  Actual  argument  by  proxy  and  notice  there¬ 
of  to  the  Assistant  Secretary  shall  prevent  the  imposition 
of  any  of  the  above  fines. 

Rule  6:  —  No  fines  shall  be  remitted  except  by  the 
unanimous  consent  of  the  Academy. 

Rule  7 :  —  On  the  death  of  any  member  the  Treasurer 
shall  have  power  to  cancel  all  his  indebtedness  to  the 
Academy. 

Rule  8:  —  Any  member  on  giving  notice  in  writing  to 
the  Secretary  that  he  has  been  a  member  of  the  Bar  for 
six  months,  shall  be  exempt  from  fines  for  absence  from 
roll  call:  Provided ,  that  nothing  in  this  Rule  contained, 
shall  exempt  the  President  and  Secretary. 

Ride  9:  —  The  Treasurer  may  employ  an  agent  to  col¬ 
lect  the  several  sums  due  by  members  to  the  Academy, 
and  pay  him  a  commission  not  exceeding  ten  per  cent,  on 
the  amount  collected  by  him. 

ARTICLE  XI 

-  OF  LEAVE  OF  ABSENCE  - 

Rule  i :  —  A  member  may  obtain  leave  of  absence  on 
application,  in  writing,  to  the  President,  accompanied  by 
a  certificate  of  non-indebtedness  from  the  Treasurer,  and 
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the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present. 
Such  leave  of  absence  shall  suspend  the  rights  and  duties 
of  the  member  obtaining  it,  except  that  he  may  attend  all 
the  meetings  of  the  Academy  and  shall  be  subject  to  fine 
for  the  transgression  of  order. 

Rule  2 :  —  A  member  may  at  any  time  relinquish  his 
leave  of  absence  and  resume  the  duties  and  rights  of  mem¬ 
bership  upon  motion  duly  made  and  adopted. 

ARTICLE  XII 

-  OF  RESIGNATIONS  - 

Rule  i :  —  The  resignation  of  a  member  may  be  received 
when  tendered  in  writing,  accompanied  by  a  certificate 
of  non-indebtedness  from  the  Treasurer,  but  not  other¬ 
wise. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

- -  OF  STRIKING  FROM  THE  ROLL  - 

Rule  i :  —  Any  member  who  may  be  indebted  to  the 
Academy  in  a  sum  exceeding  three  dollars  shall  be  imme¬ 
diately  notified  thereof  by  the  Treasurer,  and  if  the  said 
member  does  not,  within  one  month  after  such  notice,  pay 
his  indebtedness,  his  name  may  on  motion  (which  the 
Treasurer  is  hereby  enjoined  to  make)  be  stricken  from  the 
roll,  and  he  shall  thereby  be  deprived  of  all  the  privileges, 
and  exempted  from  all  the  duties  of  membership. 

Rule  2 :  —  Any  member  whose  name  may  have  been 
stricken  from  the  roll,  may,  on  motion  accompanied  by  a 
certificate  of  non-indebtedness,  from  the  Treasurer,  and 
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the  concurrence  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,  be 
reinstated. 

ARTICLE  XIV 

-  OF  MEDALS  AND  PRIZES  - 

Rule  i :  —  There  shall  be  two  medals,  of  different  values, 
provided  out  of  the  funds  of  the  Academy,  the  highest  of 
which,  in  value,  shall  be  awarded  by  the  Faculty  to  the 
best  essay  upon  a  subject,  either  legal  or  connected  with 
the  law,  to  be  selected  and  proposed  to  The  Law  Academy 
by  its  Faculty,  and  the  medal  next  highest  in  value  to  the 
next  best  essay. 

Rule  2 :  —  On  or  before  the  first  Wednesday  in  October 
of  every  year,  any  active  member  of  the  Academy  may 
send  to  one  of  the  Vice  Provosts  of  the  Academy,  any 
essay,  but  to  which  his  name  shall  not  be  attached,  that 
he  may  have  prepared,  upon  a  subject  either  legal  or 
connected  with  the  law,  so  selected  and  proposed  to  the 
Academy  by  its  Faculty. 

Rule  j :  —  During  the  month  of  October,  the  Faculty 
shall  be  requested  to  pass  upon  the  merits  of  such  essays, 
and,  on  the  first  Wednesday  evening  of  November,  award 
to  the  best  essay  the  medal  highest  in  value,  and  to  the 
next  best  essay  the  medal  next  highest  in  value:  Provided , 
that  in  the  opinion  of  the  Faculty,  any  shall  be  deemed 
worthy  of  a  prize. 

Rule  /{:  —  The  medal  highest  in  value  shall  be  desig¬ 
nated  the  “  Duponceau  Medal,”  and  the  medal  next  highest 
in  value,  the  “  Laussat  Medal.” 
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ARTICLE  XV
